FOGGY BOTTOM SUPERBLOCK 


Snow’s Court, the scene of the Foggy Bottom May 
Fiesta, is at the heart of a Superblock bounded by 
I, K, 24; 25, and N; HH; “There 
are three portals. From K 
St. you take the walk past the 
Rose window of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church—long a fos- 
ter parent to the community, 
Also, the home of a 23-child 
Montessori School. 


Each of the other portals 
is by a Mini-market, On 25th 
you’ll turn there and look for 
the town house where you will 
turn left past the iron railing with the pots of geranium. 
Follow the red brick street. Roses are everywhere, 
There’s an unbelievable color 
blend of coral, yellow and cream 
on the right. Across the street 
red roses frame a brick arch. 
There’s a Tree of Heaven seeded 
by the wind and a tall Lombardy 
Poplar with trembling leaves 
above. Looking past you see St, 
Paul’s stained glass Gothic win- _ 
dow and imagine the rich colors 
projected on the Sunday morning 
congregation. 
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Look further and you may find the flickering gas- 
light above stepping stones to a Lady Lawyer. 

When you come to May Fiesta from Columbia 
Plaza or Watergate walk up New Hampshire Ave. from 
the Circle uf Don Juarez. There will be delights at 
every doo yard and Roses, Roses, Roses. Look for 
Bobtail Calico at 802 of the Gothic Arches. 814 has 
beautiful cut stone tracery above a transom window. 
At 832 there are Pansies, Parsley and Seedling Elm; 
Across I at 900 an Espalier Evergreen Magnolia by 
sunburst doorway overlight and at 906 Holly by a 
door knocker of sculptured brass. Hand-painted flower 
containers are in an upper window of 908. 

Scarlet Roses counterpoint double doors of black 
above an iron railing just before the ‘‘turning’’ to 
Snow’s Court past 914. If you’re lucky you may see 
a dripping beauty up from the Jefferson House pool. 
Don’t stop. Keep looking...for the red street that 
leads to May Fiesta. 
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John Jacob of the Urban League, speaking at last 
month’s FBA meeting, brought home the point again 
that ‘‘Fine words butter no parships.’’ Mostof us are 
more than adequately articulate with high sounding 
rhetoric at whatever noble cause we may espouse, 
But when the chips are down we are usually found 
wanting, 

Mr. Jacob’s topic happened to be related to racism. 
But the principle is.the same in any situation involv- 
ing thought and action. We have to put our actions in 
line with our ideals or we areintrouble, If we heart- 
ily assent to equality at an evening community meet- 
ing and then tacitly practice racism on the job, we 
would have been more intellectually honest to have 
thrown tomatoes at the speaker the night before. 

Foggy Bottom, with its high educational level, 
could well be the fountainhead for change in this city, 
With only a little extra effort atovercoming emotional 
and prejudicial resistance to change, we could produce 
tremendous change for better racial and social har- 
mony, and be as proud of it as we are of our immacu- 
late door gardens.

CITY COLLEGE HEAD TO SPEAK 
ON EDUCATION CRISIS 


The May 26 meeting of the Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion will hear from an expert on the problems facing 
our campuses this Spring. Dr. Frank Farner, Presi- 
dent of the Federal City College, will address the 
meeting at 8 p.m. in Pillsbury Hall of St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church, 2430 K St., N.W. His topic will be 
‘‘Urban Higher Education in a Period of Crisis.” 

Dr. Farner brings a wealth of background to his 
present position in these critical times. A graduate 
of Pomona College, he received both his masters and 
doctorate there. Before coming to the City College 
as its first President in September of ’68, he was 
Associate Dean of the Graduate School of the Univer- 
sity of Oregon, as well as serving as a professor of 
educational administration. During 1965 and ’66, he 
was Acting Director of Higher Education for the State 
of Connecticut, Before teaching educational adminis- 
tration and finance at the University of California, and 
at Pomona, he started his educational career as a high
